ITD is using Bluetooth sensor technology to
monitor the work zones and help motorists plan
ahead during construction.

How does it work?

Bluetooth sensors placed along I-15 record
when any Bluetooth device crosses their path.

When the same Bluetooth device reaches the next
sensor, the sensor calculates the travel time.

The process happens without collecting
personal data.
